Langdon Town Hall 
Tuesday March 14", 2017 


Moderator, Jeff Holmes, commenced the meeting at 7:15pm. Jeff noted that Warrant Article #7 was corrected, as highlighted on the 
warrant article sheets passed out, and that he would address it when they opened that article. 


Article 1: 

To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. 

Selectman (3 years): Lucien Beam 60 votes 
Trust Fund Trustee (3 years): Tina Christie 59 votes 
Sexton (1 year): Curtis Barnes 60 votes 
Fire Chief (1 year): Greg Chaffee 59 votes 
Treasurer (3 years): Kathleen Beam 60 votes 
Cemetery Trustee (3 years): 

Supervisor of the Checklist (6 years): Robert Cunniff 56 votes 
Article 2: 


To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Five Hundred Seventy-Three Thousand Two-Hundred and Eighty-Five 
Dollars ($573,285) for the general operating expenses of the Town. This article does not include special or individual articles 
addressed. 

Selectman Lou Beam spoke to the article stating there was a reduction in the total budget of around 2.2% if all the warrant articles 
pass, using fund balance that was increased last year to offset any increase. Lou noted that the Highway Department had given back 
$25,000 to the general fund. Lou went over the budget by line item. On the Police budget he mentioned that it had increased with Ray 
L’abbe retiring as Police Chief and that Ray had for years not charged the Town for all the hours he had put in. Greg Chaffee asked 
about the State Police coverage. Ray Gosetti said that State Police coverage would be from 10 or 11 at night until 6 in the morning, 7 
days a week. Ray L’abbe noted that the majority of the calls were prior those times. They discussed that there is no charge for the 
State Police coverage and they are out 24 hours a day. Greg mentioned he was concerned because if a call came in the State Police 
could be anywhere and the Fire Dept may have to wait longer for them to get to a call, as he had previously encountered. Next, Lou 
discussed that the Town had exchanged the old transfer station equipment to the Town of Alstead in exchange for a 3 year set rate on 
using the Alstead dump. Lou moved on to Welfare; he mentioned that the State may pull out some of its money to cover welfare costs 
and the Town would have to be covered to help out. Don Martin moved and Kim Mastrianni seconded; Article 2 passed by voice vote, 
unanimous. 

Article 3: 

To see if the Town would vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) to be added to the Fire Rescue 
Truck Capital Reserve Fund previously established. The Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 

Selectman Bud Ross commented that this was an article everyone was familiar with and that the Town was planning for the future. 
Rodney Campbell moved and Don Martin seconded, no discussion, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 

Article 4: 

To see if the Town would vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund for the Fire Department to purchase SCOTT air tanks in the year 
2020 and to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000) to be placed in this fund. And, furthermore, to name the 
Selectmen and Fire Chief as the agents to expend from said fund. (Majority Vote Required). The Selectmen recommend this article. 
(3-0) 

Selectman Bud Ross addressed this article; noting that, again, this is future planning. He also mentioned that the Langdon Fire 
Department is seen by other communities as one of the best around. Dennis McClary asked about the SCOTT packs being adequate 
now, and if not should they buy sooner. Greg Chaffee said that the packs have a 20 year shelf life and would be fine until 2020. He 
mentioned that they need to purchase 15 bottles at $800-900 each. Lou Beam spoke that the Town is hoping to secure a grant through 
Homeland Security but wanted to insure that they would not be asking the Town for the whole $20,000 in 3 years. Everett Adams 
asked if the $4,000 would be enough or should they raise it to $5,000. Greg Chaffee said that the $4,000 a year should be right in the 
vicinity and they could add more in the later years in case the cost increases. Gina Beach asked if they applied and did not receive the 
grant could they reapply. Yes, they could reapply. Kim Mastrianni asked if the money was not used for the air packs could they use it 
for other equipment. No, the money was earmarked for the SCOTT packs only. 

Shelly Barnes moved and Don Martin seconded, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 
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Article 5: 

To see of the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000) to be added to the Welfare Budget 
on an annual basis as a donation to the Fall Mountain Food Shelf and to be used by them for the sole purpose of operational expenses. 
Ron Batchelder spoke to this article. Ron said that the Food Shelf had entered into a 5 year lease with the Town. They would be 
paying Langdon $5,400 a year in rent and also paying for their own fuel and electricity, which would have cost the town around 
$6,000 annually. He mentioned that they had installed a 12X12 freezer and eliminated 16 old freezers. Ron thought that the $3,000 
would be the Town’s share of helping the Food Shelf. Lou Beam mentioned that he had been involved with the Food Shelf and wanted 
to clarify a couple of things. Lou said that 97% of the food there is paid for by donations; the other 3% coming from food drives, etc. 
He said that they had started an advisory board to help organize the Food Shelf and help them find what is available to them. He said 
that Dennis McClary had written grants of $50,000. They were working to make sure that the Food Shelf was self-sustaining. Lou said 
that the need is there and that they do an incredible job but have a bad reputation. He said that they have reorganized and the building 
is spotless, they have full coverage insurance, and are really working hard on this conversion. 

Kim Mastrianni moved and Dennis McClary seconded, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 

Article 6: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to be added to the Highway 
Department Capital Reserve Fund previously established. The Selectmen recommend this article (3-0). 

Ron Batchelder spoke to this article. Ron said that since they had depleted the reserve fund last year with the purchase of the backhoe 
and new truck, they needed to start building the fund back up. He mentioned that they did not foresee any new equipment purchases 
for the Highway Department in the next 5 years. Rodney Campbell asked if this was the same amount the Town had put in in previous 
years. Yes. 

Donny Martin moved and Rodney Campbell seconded, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 

Article 7: 

Moderator, Jeff Holmes, pointed out that this is the article with corrections. The monies coming from unreserved Fund Balance and 
general taxation were opposite in the Town report. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eighty-Five Thousand Dollars ($85,000) for the purpose of shimming 
Crane Brook Road from the junction of 123A to the Acworth line. Thirty-Five Thousand Dollars ($35,000) to come from general 
taxation, Fifty Thousand to come from the unreserved Fund Balance. The Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 

Lou Beam spoke to the article. Lou mentioned that usually the Town uses around $30,000 from the unreserved Fund Balance to offset 
the cost of the paving each year but with the monies put back in to the fund last year as well as the higher cost of paving the Board 
thought to use the $50,000 to reduce the burden on taxes. Lou said that they are working with Acworth to make sure that Acworth 
completes their paving on Crane Brook first so the trucks would not have to travel over Langdon’s new pavement. Rodney Cambell 
asked if we needed to do an amendment on the article for the change. No. 

Shelly Barnes moved and Kim Mastrianni seconded, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 

Article 8: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be added to the Police Cruiser 
Reserve Fund previously established. 

Bud Ross spoke to the article. Bud mentioned that they had drained the reserve fund with the purchase of the new cruiser last year and 
they needed to start replenishing the fund for the future. 

Shelly Barnes moved and Kim Mastrianni seconded, no discussion, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 


Article 9: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten thousand Dollars ($10,000) for the repair to one side of the bridge 
at the foot of Hemlock Road and Village Road. The other side of the bridge to be repaired in 2018. The selectmen recommend this 
article (3-0). 

Ron Batchelder spoke to this article. He said that the side of the bridge to be done this year was the side behind Larks. He said that 
Todd Porter, Road Agent, feels that they can put up two wing walls to stop the erosion, rip rap on the other side, rails and aprons. Lou 
said that Cold River Bridges had looked at the job and advised them but the job was too small for them. Griffin Dussault asked if there 
was a reason for doing it in two years. Lou said that the plan was to keep taxes down and that Larks side had immediate need to be 
repaired. Dennis asked if there would be any money regret in doing it in the two years. Lou said that the Town was planning on using 
its own equipment and by doing it over the two years it would not overburden Todd. 

Don Martin moved and Rodney Campbell seconded the article, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 
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Article 10: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars ($7,800) for the construction 
of a salt shed on the site of the old transfer station. The Selectmen recommend this article (3-0). 

Lou spoke to this article. He said that the moving of the old equipment from the Langdon transfer station to the Alstead transfer had 
left a concrete structure that could be used as part of a salt shed. He said that the need is there because they cannot stockpile a salt 
reserve and have run out during storms. He said that they need to add one more wall to the structure and a roof. Lou mentioned that 
buying the salt in bigger bulks will help keep costs down. 

Doug Beach moved and Kim Mastrianni seconded, passed by voice vote, unanimous. 

Article 11: 

To allow accounts. 

Lou Beam — Services as Selectman Chair $2,500 

Ron Batchelder — Services as Selectman $2,200 

George “Bud” Ross — Services as Selectman $2,200 

Donny Martin moved and Rodney Campball seconded, no discussion, passed by voice vote. 

Article 11: 

To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 

Don Martin said he had heard that the Town was planning on paving on Holden Hill from the Amsden property to the top of the hill. 
Lou said that it was not planned for this year; but that considering how much the Town spends on that section they may try next year. 
Hemlock is scheduled for paving next year as well. Lou also brought up that there were discussions about maintaining Winch Hill in 
the winter. Don said that it is used. 

Bud Ross mentioned that Clean Up/ Green Up day will be in late April or early May and to look at the Town website for info. He will 
out the bags out in the Atrium at the Municipal Building. 

Bud also said that on behalf of Jess, Ron and himself, he would like to say that Lou has done an incredible job this year as chair. Lou 
has put in so much time with the Food Shelf Advisory Board and creating a lease with the School Board. 

Bud mentioned that the State maintained roads, especially the conditions of Village and Cheshire Turnpike, were bad and that 
residents could find the number to DOT on the Town website. 

Lou said that people should keep an eye on the legislature and make calls when they don’t agree with the decisions being made in the 
State. 

Dennis McClary asked if any decision had been made about the Salt Shed behind the Meetinghouse. Lou responded that the 
Selectboard had not yet made a decision but that there is no power hooked up to that building and that the Town had invested some 
money into shimming it up before the winter. He also mentioned that there was talk of using the old fire station for storage the items in 
the salt shed that would be kept. Kim Mastrianni asked about the timing to which Lou replied he just had to sit down with the School 
Board, as they use the building for storage now. 

Rodney Campbell brought up that the building that is used to store the antique hearse is shaky and questionable. Lou talked about the 
operating budget for the buildings and that the Board had decided to use some of the money to repair the steeple on the Meetinghouse. 
He mentioned that the money invested by the town could be used as part of the Town contribution to an LCHIP grant to replace the 
clapboards on the other three sides of the building. Marilyn Martin thought that we could store the hearse in the old fire station if the 
Town takes it back. 

Lou recognized Ray L’abbe for 28 years of service to the Town. Ray served on the Fire Department, Rescue, and Police Department. 
He has over his years given to the Town in many ways. The Town is absolutely grateful for his contribution and thankful for his years 
of service. Ray Gosetti presented the Chief with a plaque. Ray L’abbe said that is wasn’t an easy decision to make. 

Jess Jarvis stated that the Langdon Easter Egg Hunt at the Meeting House on April 15" 10am to 12pm. 

Lou Beam said that, as he had mentioned in the Selectmen’s Report, the Town would not be the same without the volunteers it has. 
Mike Kmiec called for a round of applause for the Fire Chief, Greg Chaffee. 

Emily Stewart won the Community Club Quilt. 

Adjourn: 

Shelly Barnes moved and Rodney Campbell seconded a motion to adjourn. 

The meeting adjourned at 8:21 pm.

Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) to be added to 
the Fire Rescue Truck Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
The Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000) to be added to 
the SCOTT air tank Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
The Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be used for 
an addition to the old Sand Shed located at the Highway Garage. 
The Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be 
added to the Highway Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
The Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Nineteen Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars 
($19,800) for the purpose of repairing the swing table on the Highway Department Grader, with said funds to come from 
unassigned Fund Balance. 

The Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred and Thirteen Thousand 
($113,000) for the purpose of shimming the front half of Hemlock Road; the Langdon Portion of Drewsville Road; and 
the front of Comstock Road from Old Drewsville Road to the Alstead town line. Seventy Thousand ($70,000) to come 
from the unassigned Fund Balance and the remaining Forty Three Thousand Dollars ($43,000) to come from general 
taxation. 

Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be added to 
the Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 10: Shall the Town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:28-b, All Veterans’ Tax Credit? If adopted, the credit 
will be available to any resident, or the spouse or surviving spouse of any resident, who (1) served not less than 90 days 
on active service in the armed forces of the United States and (2) was honorably discharged or an officer honorably 
separated from service and is not eligible for or receiving a credit under RSA 72:28 or RSA 72:35. If adopted, the credit 
granted will be $500.00, the same amount as the standard or optional veterans’ tax credit voted by the Town under RSA 
72:28. Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 
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Article 11: To see if the town will vote to discontinue the following Capital Reserve Funds. Said funds and accumulated 
interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the municipality's general fund. Those accounts are the Capital 
Reserve Town Hall Foundation Repair ($136.18), Capital Reserve Cemetery Fence ($12.36) and Property Revaluation 
Capital Reserve Fund ($13.48). All monies will be withdrawn by the Trustees of the Trust Fund and deposited into the 
general fund for a total of One Hundred and Sixty Two Dollars and Two Cents ($162.02).(Majority vote required) 


Article 12: To see it the Town will vote to increase the yearly salary of the tax collector to seven thousand dollars 
($7,000). Selectmen recommend this article. (3-0) 


Article 13: To allow all accounts!

We hosted a Mass Casualty incident (MCI) drill at our facility on 10/21/17. Scenario was school bus vs two cars. Nine 
area departments and Mutual Aid participated.

We continue to stay current with technology. This year we were trained in a program that provides firefighters and EMS 
tools to effectively manage first responder resources. We downloaded the “Spotted Dog” app to our phones to ensure real 
time information while responding to emergency situations. 


We purchased eight new Scott Pak SCBA masks this year to replace our fifteen year old masks. 


We continue to stay active in our community. 
*Provided personnel for the Langdon Fishing Derby. 
*Provided fire safety education to teach students at Sarah Porter School and Early 
Learning Center. Each child received fire safety packets and enjoyed a visit from 
Smokey Bear.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


This past year we were fortunate enough to have favorable weather conditions in the spring and summer which limited the 
amount of wildland fire activity throughout the state. September and October saw fire conditions change and the state 
was faced with some difficult fires. The Dilly Cliff fire in North Woodstock was one of the most challenging fires we 
have seen in New Hampshire. Steep terrain and extreme fire behavior made this fire difficult to fight. It lasted for over 3 
weeks and the final hotspots in inaccessible terrain were extinguished by heavy rains. Your local fire departments and the 
Division of Forests & Lands worked throughout the year to protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping many fires 
small due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire detection efforts were supplemented by the NH 
Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2017 season threatened structures, a constant reminder 
that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate 
green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations 
are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers 
by being fire wise and fire safe! 


As we prepare for the 2018 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. Fire permits are also available online 
in most towns and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. The burning of household waste is prohibited by 
the Air Resources Division of the Department of Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your 
diligence and responsibility. Thank you for helping us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org.

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Report of the Road Agent 2017 


As we enter 2018 here are our prior year’s accomplishments and our future goals. 


We were able to complete the installation of two culverts on Hemlock Road, as well as one on Meany Road in 2017. We 
had to replace 180 feet of culvert due to heavy flooding and washouts on Egerton Road. We removed 180 feet of rotted 
culvert on Holden Hill and replaced it with a stone swale. In 2018 we will be replacing 120 feet of culvert on the upper 
end of Holden Hill and 40 feet of culvert on Winch Hill. 


Roadside mowing was not completed on all roads this year due to the considerable amount of time that was spent 
repairing culverts and grading due to wash outs. We are hoping to complete the roadside mowing on the remaining 12 in 
2018. 


Mellish Road, Russell Road and the lower end of Egerton Road were all graveled this year. Next year we are hoping to 
finish Mellish Road, Egerton, Cold River Road and re-do the lower end of Comstock and Winch Hill Roads. 


Paving was completed on Crane Brook Road this year. Paving for the upcoming year will be Hemlock Road, Drewsville 
Road and the front half of Comstock Road.

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Annual Report of the Heritage Commission for 2017 


The Langdon Heritage Commission had a productive year. The most widely seen example was the Fall Festival display of 
Langdon Schools Throughout the Years. It was created by our own Lorraine Chaffee and Laura Rheaume. It included 
school house artifacts, old photographs, commemorative booklets and art work. It was much discussed and very popular. 


The Heritage Commission is working with a committee of the Langdon Congregational Church and the New Hampshire 

Department of Historical Resources to have the church included on the prestigious New Hampshire Register of Historical 
Places. There is a good chance it will be so listed. Being on the list increases the opportunity to receive grants for repairs 

when they are done in a manner consistent with the Secretary of the Interior’s Standards for Historic Rehabilitation. 


We are also working with the Selectmen and the New Hampshire Preservation Alliance to determine the possible historic 
significance of the old Salt Shed (originally built as the Town Tool Shed) and to see if it is feasible to save the building. 
An application for a $500 “Mini-grant” grant from the NH Preservation Alliance has been made by the LHC. It will be 
used to hire an expert to help make that determination. 


While doing slate replacement work on the roof of the Meetinghouse, Griffin Construction noted the critical need to 
replace failing clapboards on the lower portions of the steeple. We already knew there were other places on the building 
that need new clapboards. Failure of the clapboards will allow water to enter the interior and ruin plaster, paint and wood. 
The Selectmen requested a quote to replace selected clapboards on the entire building. The reason for repairing only failed 
or failing clapboard is due to the historic significance of the building. Most of the clapboards date back to 1803. Most of 
them are still good because they are from virgin forest, close grained, eastern white pine, radial sawn, and painted. They 
will be replaced with radial sawn, eastern white pine, primed on all surfaces, cut to approximately four foot length with 
ends “‘scarfed” to mate to original clapboards. Langdon has received an LCHIP grant in the amount of $15,969. The Town 
is providing a matching amount to do this work. 


In 2017 the Heritage Commission voted to purchase a glass display case to be installed in the hallway of the Municipal 
Building. It will contain important historic Langdon artifacts. 


A new flag pole for Meetinghouse has been donated to the Town of Langdon. This donation by Doug and Gina Beach is 
in honor of Doug’s father Norman R Beach, a WWII veteran and for the betterment of the Town. It is much appreciated. 


Thanks to the many people who donated money, did hard work, spoke words of support and provided Town funds over 
the years for work on the Meetinghouse. It is seeing increased use by the people and organizations of Langdon. Contact 
the Town Office for information on use and or to reserve the building. 


Bruce Bellows of the Alstead Historical Society has generously transferred to our custody many Langdon related 
historical items. His actions are much appreciated. Do you have historic Langdon items you would like to donate to the 
Town? Please contact us.

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INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Langdon as of and for the year ended December 31, 2016, 
and the related notes to the financial statements, which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial 
statements as listed in the table of contents. 


Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 


Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in 
accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America; this includes the 
design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation 
of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 


Auditor’s Responsibility 


Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We conducted our 
audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free from material misstatement. 


An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the 
financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of 
the risks of material misstatement of the financial statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those 
risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and fair presentation 
of the financial statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the circumstances, but 
not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. Accordingly, 
we express no such opinion. An audit also includes evaluating the appropriateness of accounting policies used 
and the reasonableness of significant accounting estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall presentation of the financial statements.

Basis for Adverse Opinion on Governmental Activities 


Management has not recorded its capital assets in governmental activities and, accordingly, has not recorded 
depreciation expense on those assets. Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America 
require that those capital assets be capitalized and depreciated, which would increase the assets, net position, 
and expenses of the governmental activities. The amount by which this departure would affect the assets, net 
position, and expenses of the governmental activities has not been determined. 


Adverse Opinion 


In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter described in the “Basis for Adverse Opinion on 
Governmental Activities” paragraph, the financial statements referred to above do not present fairly the 
financial position of the governmental activities of the Town of Langdon as of December 31, 2016, or the

changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 


Unmodified Opinions 


Also, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the 
respective financial position of the major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of 
Langdon, as of December 31, 2016, and the respective changes in financial position thereof, and the budgetary 
comparison for the General Fund for the year then ended in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 


Other Matters 
Required Supplementary Information 


Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the pension information 
on pages 23-25 be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such information, although not a 
part of the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who 
considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting. We have applied certain limited procedures to the 
required supplementary information in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of preparing the information 
and comparing the information for consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic 
financial statements, and other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We 
do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures do not 
provide us with sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 


The Town of Langdon has not presented a management’s discussion and analysis. Accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America have determined that the management’s discussion and 
analysis is necessary to supplement, but is not required to be part of, the basic financial statements. 


Other Information 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively 
comprise the Town of Langdon’s basic financial statements. The combining nonmajor and individual general 
fund schedules are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic 
financial statements. They are the responsibility of management and were derived from and relate directly to 
the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements. Such information 
has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and certain 
additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information directly to the underlying 
accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements or to the basic financial statements 
themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the 
United States of America. In our opinion, the combining nonmajor and individual general fund schedules are 
fairly stated, in all material respects, in relation to the basic financial statements as a whole.

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Shedd-Porter Memorial Library 
Librarian’s Report 2017 


The Shedd-Porter Memorial Library enjoyed a successful, busy year. It was a year marked by increases our patron usage. 
We enjoyed 13,304 visits from our patrons, up 6.9% from the 2016 tally of 12,445 visits. Our circulation remained 
robust, with a total of 18,069 items borrowed. This marks a 77% increase in our circulation since 2010, a year in which 
we circulated 10,039 items. All this activity is supported largely by the town appropriation, which covers 67.5% of our 
operating budget. The balance of our budget is raised by donations to the library and by the interest income generated by 
our trust funds. 


During 2017, we: 


Circulated 18,069 items, including 3,067 downloads from the New Hampshire Downloadable Books site 
http://nh.lib.overdrive.com/ 

Added 744 items to the shelves 

Enjoyed 13,304 patron visits 

Welcomed 79 new patrons 

Provided computer access to 1,537 visitors 

Made use of the state interlibrary loan system to borrow 930 items from other libraries and to loan 477 of our 
books to libraries across the state. 


Over the course of 2017, the library was supported by the community in these and many other ways: 


Volunteers worked 232 hours for the library— our thanks to regular volunteers Cynthia Phippen, Jessi Dussault, 
Joel McCarty, and Margaret Perry for all they do.

Nick Preston has been volunteering his time and expertise to help patrons with computer hardware and software 
questions. He’s at the library on Thursdays from 2:30-4:30. 

Melanie Marsden organized a craft fair on the library lawn, with income donated to support our summer 
children’s programming. 

An anonymous donor provided funds for a subscription to the New York Times. 

We received several monetary donations from patrons. All these tax-deductible donations are used to purchase 
new materials and to support our programming budget. 

We were saddened to hear of the death of Royal Holmes. Royal Holmes founded the Marion K. Holmes Summer 
Reading Program in 2003 in honor of his wife. Since that time, the Holmes family has continued to sponsor 
summer programming for area families. Our library community thanks the Holmes family for its past support and 
for contributions made to the library in memory of Royal.

During 
his tenure, he completely transformed our investment portfolio. It is thanks to his efforts that the income we receive from 
our trusts exceeds the fees charged by the management companies. 


Your suggestions for purchases and programs are 
extremely valuable to us and the Shedd-Porter Memorial Library is a better place for them.

We are very grateful for all our generous donors: the many families, individuals, local businesses, local towns, 
our churches (many do monthly food and monetary collections for us), local organizations who sponsor events 
for us, the local schools and their staff who collect foods and sponsor events for us, the Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, 
4H Groups, charitable foundations, and others who have done tremendous monetary and food collections. 
Generous monetary donations are received from the thrift shop at the Walpole Recycling Center. We are 
grateful for all the baked goods and food donated by local stores.

In 2017, the Fall Mt. Friendly Meals provided 27,069 full course hot meals to the folks who came to the Alstead Town 
Hall to eat dinner and all the homebound people we deliver meals to in the area towns. 


Having a delicious home-cooked meal while you sit and enjoy the company and conversation with other people makes the 
meal so enjoyable. The folks enjoy coming to the Town Hall every Tuesday and Thursday around 11 o’clock and 
appreciate their time of sharing. Having healthy home cooked meals delivered to those in need, helps the people to stay 
in their homes and stay healthy. The Friendly Meals is food for their bodies and food for their spirits. 


We are very blessed to have so many caring people who give their time to bring food to the kitchen, cook the meals, set 
up the Town Hall, box and bag all the fruit, desserts, and bread for the meals on wheels, and dish out the fruits, desserts, 
bread and coffee for the in-house meals. A volunteer transports all the cooked food from the kitchen to the Town Hall and 
the volunteers serve it hot to the folks.

We have no administrative expenses.

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ANNUAL REPORT 2017 


COLD RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


THE COLD RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE (CRLAC) functions to advise the towns of Acworth, Alstead, 
Langdon, Lempster, and Walpole, New Hampshire on the protection and enhancement of the Cold River and its 
tributaries and maintain the health of the river environment. 


Activities during 2017 included: 


Membership: one new member has joined the committee: Dick Aiken from Alstead. Kim Lewis resigned because of 
school commitments, taking her science team to the Science Olympiad Nationals in 2017. 


Warren Brook: restoration of 900 feet of brook has been completed. CRLAC was instrumental in identifying the 
contractor, putting together the bid proposals and overseeing the project. The NH Department of Fish and Game tested the 
stream for aquatic life immediately after the restoration and then returned this year to establish a base line of quality. 
Within the next five years they will do further testing to verify the response of aquatic life to the restoration. 


CRLAC assessment is that restoration looks “great-lots of life in vernal pools, plants are thriving, 3 times the size when 
they were when planted.” 


Water Quality: are attempting to reorganize testing to make time required by team more efficient. Committee will receive 
training from DES in the first quarter of 2018 and expects to be testing this season. 


Also, we are in the process of redoing our website. 

This August committee members presented a hands-on stream ecology program at the Shedd-Porter library in Alstead that 
allowed adults and children to explore the river and discover the interconnected organisms that call the Cold River home.
